The toll of death laid to automobile accidents within the past 
week jumped to three last night with the death of Mike Vranas, 
22, Cuyuna, killed instantly when the car he was driving crashed 
headon into that driven by Joseph Stein, Brainerd, on Highway 
No. 27, a few miles south of Crow Wing. 
John Palm, 24, “buddy” to the dead man, and occupant of the 
car, has failed to regain consciousness at the St. Joseph’s hospital. 
His skull is fractured. Physicians reported at 4 p. rn. today there 
is practically no hope for recovery.

RADIO STATION K EPT IN TOUCH 
W ITH FLEET OF SIX OCEAN 
GOING VESSELS 


New York, Oct. 17.—(U.P)—A mighty 
rum empire which spread along the 
Atlantic coast from the French pos­ 
session off the eastern shores of Can­ 
ada to the Berm udas has been sm ash­ 
ed by a single, well directed blow. 
Throughout the dom ain of this pow­ 
erful 
organization, 
which 
supplied 
m ost of thp imported liquor 
to 
the 
eastern bootleg m arket, were spread, 
for operative purposes, a large num ­ 
ber o f citadels protected by m achine 
gun nests and heavily arm ed men. 
On a hilltop five miles back of H igh­ 
lands, N. J., a radio station kept in 
constant communication with a fleet 
of six ocean-going, liquor carrying ves­ 
sels as well as a num ber 
of 
speed 
boats. 
It was literally the nerve cen­ 
ter of the organization. 
At 4:30 P. M. yesterday the rum 
em pire 
collapsed 
precipitately. 
At 
th a t hour 130 treasury agents, Deputy 
United States m arshals and state po­ 
lice, converged sim ultaneously on 35 
I “branches” 
of 
the 
ring, 
stationed 
I along the coast from Sag Harbor, L. 
I., to Atlantic City, N. J., seized per­ 
haps millions of dollars of liquor and 
m ade more than 30 arrests. 
A group of arm ed agents forced the 
radio operator from his set, a federal 
m an took his place At the key and 
started a string of code messages to a 
rum-laden syndicate fcoat, leading it 
into an unsuspected rendezvous with 
a coast guard destroyer off M ontauk 
Point, L. I. 
Not far from the radio station, an ­ 
other group of agents captured "The 
Mansion,” a veritable fortress which 
had a machine gun nest in the cupola, 
telescopes mounted on an observation 
tow er and spacious underground stor­ 
age rooms.

houses, offices and salesrooms of the 
organization in the m etropolitan area 
and persons not named in the federal 
indictm ents for 34 principals in 
the 
syndicate were arrested.

The liquor ring was said to have 
had headquarters in New York City 
and was operated like a regular busi­ 
ness corporation. 
The organization had a board of 
directors, it was said, who met once 
a week and declared dividends. 
The six vessels operated 
by 
the 
rum -running concern are of approxi­ 
mately 35 tons, 15 knots speed and 
have a capacity of 3,000 cases of liquor 
each. 
Usually the ships operated between 
the French possessions of St. Pierre 
and Miquelon, off C anada and Ber­ 
muda. 
As the vessels passed the New 
Jersey and Long Island coast, the con­ 
traband was taken off by speedboats. 
The liquor was then taken by guard­ 
ed trucks to a cutting plant near the 
station.

Verdict Charges That Youth was Driv­ 
ing Recklessly in Fatal Ride 
Tuesday Evening 


Witness Testifies That Jugs of Liquor 
were Stolen Before the 
Authorities Arrive 


Dwight D. McFerran was formally placed under arrest at the 
St. Joseph's hospital here today by Sheriff Claus A. Theorin 
charged with the death of Lucille Preston, 16-year-old Brainerd 
high school sub-senior, killed Tuesday evening when the car in 
which she was riding with McFerran turned over on Ash avenue, 
IOO feet east of Third avenue, N. E. 
The arrest was made on a coroner’s warrant issued by Coro­ 
ner I). E. Whitney immediately after a jury returned a verdict 
charging McFerran with homicide. 
The inquest this morning brought out the fact that two jugs 
of moonshine whiskey had been stolen from the scene of the acci­ 
dent before the authorities arrived. 
Police Officer Erick Graff charged McFerran was a rum run­ 
ner and that he received a “tip” on McFerran’s activities in this 
line last Sunday. 
A blanket saturated with moonshine and two broken jugs 
were presented to the coroner’s jury as evidence. 
The verdict returned by the Jury a t* 
noun today follows: 
“This Jury finds that Lucille Preston 
cam e to her death by an accident 
canned by reckless driving on the part 
of Dwight D. McFerran on Tuesday, 
October 15, ut about 9 P. M. on Auh 
Avenue lw*tween Third Avenue and 
Fourth Avenue, Northeast Brainerd, 
(Homicide).”

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Lake Levels 


L ak e levels are a matter of contention in other counties be­ 
sides Crow Wing. 
The proposal to raise the level of the water in Lake Osakis 
came before the commissioners of Todd county recently. 
-A large 
delegation of Osakis business men, together with others who re­ 
side in Todd county and who own property either bordering on 
the lake or on drainage ditches which empty into the lake, was 
present. 
Luther D. Warner, as chairman of the committee seeking to 
have a higher level established, and thereafter maintained in Lake 
Osakis by means of a dam to be constructed at the source of the 
Little Sauk river or somewhere in the river near the lake, pre­ 
sented the petition, which in brief asked that the lake* level be es­ 
tablished at its former and original level, which according to the 
best information and belief of the petitioners would be two feet 
above the present level of the lake. 
Figures were introduced by Mr. W arner giving levels at dif­ 
ferent times in the past 45 years. These figures as reported in the 
Long Prairie Leader indicated that in 1884 the w ater level of the 
lake was 1,326.81 feet above sea level. 
In 1908 the level was 1,- 
323.43 feet, in 1920 had dropped to 1,320.16 feel or 6.60 feet delv­ 
ing the period. 
Mr. W arner also stated that in asking for a raise of two feet,; 
the w ater in the lake would be but four inches higher than it. was 
in May of this year, but it would be raised enough to provide 
plenty of w ater to restore the ruined lake shore and fill the bay ai 
the Osakis end of the lake, which under the present w ater level: 
is a most smelly and insanitary section of the lake. 
Chris Keen, a pioneer of the Lake Osakis region, then pre­ 
sented some interesting data relative to the effect such a raise in 
the lake level might have on ditches. 
Referring to the fact thai 
it has been suggested that the raised level would back up water 
into the drainage ditches and by so doing damage land which is 
now used for hay and other crops, Mr. Neon thought such a theory 
was erroneous. He was of the opinion that a two-foot raise would! 
not only harm no one, but would be of untold benefit in that, if I 
would restore much of the original beauty of Todd county's largesi. 
and most beautiful body of water. 
It is understood that both Todd and Douglas county boards 
are to consider the merits of the petition. 
If the boards agree that 
the dam should be constructed, then each board will pass a reso­ 
lution favoring such construction. 
The m atter will then be taken 
up with the State Game & Fish Commission, which under the law 
may then proceed with construction of the dam and spillway, the 
latter having been agreed upon as necessary to control the How of 
water into the river in times of extraordinary high w ater stages 
in the lake.

siders th a t a 25 per cent increase in 
the num ber of cattle in the county hail 
brought about the doubling of the] 
sales value of butter, cream and milk 
from $600,000 to $1,200,000. 
In this progress the first essential 
was to clear more land and this is be­ 
ing carried out with an increasing 
acreage 
every 
year. 
Another 
thing 
was to secure sufficient feed raised bv 
the farm er for his cattle and this has 
Come through alfalfa. 
Silos are being 
introduced and are growing popular. 
The third phase is securing the right 
kind of cattle. 
This was given an 
impetus in 1923 when an association of 
business and professional men of the 
city backed the purchasing of 25 sire:;. 
We are now reaping the results for 25 
per cent of the 16,000 head of cattle 
now in the county carry blood of these 
sires. 
The farmers, in blocks, have 
the use of these sires and 148 farm ­ 
ers have thus been advanced on the 
road to productive dairying.

original group all except four bulls 
have been weeded out and sold to the
